Seventy fire departments within an 
area of 60 miles have been sent invi- 
tations to take part in the events which 
will be highlights of the annual con- 
vention of the Lake County Firemen's 
association here Monday.

This will be an open-air 
meeting, in the village park. In the 
event c/f unfavorable weather, it will 
be held in the Chevrolet garage. 

In the morning a golf tournament 
will be held at the Chain O'Lakcs 
course. Twenty-five entries had al- 
ready been received by this noon. 

At 1:30 p. in. there will be a parade 
along Main street. Participation in 
the garadc is not limited to firemen, it 
is announced, and other groups wish- 
ing to enter floats may notify the com- 
mittee of their desire to do so. 

Demonstrations of fire fighting, first 
aid and son on, and various entertain- 
ment features will occupy the after- 
noon.

Commencing at 5 p. m., the Antioch 
firemen will be hosts at a luncheon 
for delegates, visitors and their wives 
at the Chevrolet garage. 

The evening business session will be 
at 8 o'clock, and at the same time a 
style show for the wives of delegates 
will be staged in Guild hall. 

From 7 p. m. on, the downtown sec- 
tion of Main street will be closed to 
automobile traffic and preparations will 
begin for the street dancing and Mard' 
Gras that will follow the business ses- 
sion. Music is to be supplied by a 
public ad/lrcss system.

Dr. Beck is a native 
of Finland, and one of the films 
showed Finland at war. The Doctor 
made interesting comments regarding 
Finland, stating that at present all his 
former countrymen are engaged in re- 
construction work and have little or 
no time for sports as we have in Amer- 
ica. He left Finland when 19 years of 
age. Another film shown gave a vivid 
picture of fishing in Florida. Face3 
seen in the film were recognized as 
Adolph Pcsat, Jim Hanrahan and 
Hcnning Johnson. 

Invited to Join Defense League 
President Holtz brought before the 
club the invitation of the Sportsmen's 
Home Defense League for the mem- 
bers of the local club to become identi- 
fied with the national group either in- 
dividually or as a club. The Defense 
League, which has a membership of 
over a million and a half sportsmen, is 
a patriotic organization of hunters, 
riflemen, trap and skect shoots and 
others familiar with sporting firearms, 
who pledge themselves as true Ameri- 
cans to be ready for civilian service 
in case of national emergency. The 
organization has no connection with 
the army, navy or national guard, and 
member's do not obligate themselves to 
join any organized force in this coun- 
try, nor do members obligate them- 
selves to drill with any organized force. 
The League is being commended, 
the officers said, as a valuable organi- 
zation in many ways. It is providing 
a directory of patriotic sportsmen who 
know how to handle firearms; it forms 
the nucleus of an organization which, 
in a national crisis, could be converted 
into a civilian defense corps for the 
protection .of our homes; and it is 
heightening morale among civilians in 
these days of world conflict.

The club voted to establish the fis- 
cal year as ending July 1, and officers 
-for next year will be elected at the 
next meeting to be held in early fall. 
Refreshments were served after the 
meeting.

Outlining in detail the activities ol 
the Antioch Rescue squad are the con- 
stitution and by-laws adopted at a 
meeting Tuesday evening. 

The object of the squad is to "save 
life, administer first aid, and to teach 
safety," the constitution points out. 

Its active membership is set at ten,' 
men (the number now in the squad), 
and further provision is made that 
"any active member of the Antioch 
Fire department of good character and 
standing shall be eligible for member- 
ship," providing he masters the equip* 
ment and passes the required course 
in first aid as specified by the squad. 
The officers of the squad, it is pro- 
vided, shall consist of a president (the 
president of the Antioch Village 
board); a secretary and treasurer to 
be appointed by the president; a cap- 
tain; first lieutenant and second lieu- 
tenant to be appointed by the president 
from the active membership of the 
squad; and trustees. Trustees of the 
village automatically become the trus- 
tees of the rescue squad. 

Drills are Required 
Regular drills and special drills call- 
ed by the captain, must be held by 
squad members. . 

A squad member is "expected at all 
times to conduct himself in such a 
manner as to command the respect of- 
our executives and of the general pub- 
lic." Keys, badges and other squad 
identification remain the property o£ 
the squad, must never be used in any, 
way embarrassing to the organization, 
and must be turned over to the captain 
by any member leaving the service ofi 
the squad. 

Rules for answering a call from an- 
other city stipulate that: 

1. In no event shall more equipment 
and more men be taken on calls to 
other cities than is deemed absolutely 
necessary to handle the case involved, 
and in no event shall the safety of the 
village of Antioch be jeopardized. 

2. The squad shall have the right to 
answer all calls for first aid made by, 
the American Red Cross or any other, 
emergency call outside the district.

New-Type Home 

Antioch residents can become ama- 
teur building inspectors and "check up" 
to their .heart's content these days at 
415 Hardin Street, where this city's 
first Triple Insulated Guildway home 
is being erected by the Antioch Lum- 
ber Co. in co-operation with the Anti- 
och Housing Guild, with headquarters 
at the Antioch Lumber Company. Ac- 
cording to Ed Vos of this company, 
visitors will not only be welcomed at 
the site but can sec the complete spec- 
ifications for the home and will be in- 
vited to compare these specifications 
with the actual construction and ma- 
terials they describe. 

"To take the 'pig out of the poke 
and show the home buyer exactly what 
he is getting in a new home," Ed Vos 
declared, "Johns-Manvillc engineers 
after consultation with FHA officials 
have developed a standard-form check 
list tliat shows every material going in- 
to a home and how each material is to 
be used. This check list is being em- 
ployed in the construction of the Triple 
Insulated Guildway home here, as in 
all Guild construction. 

"These specifications list nearly 3(10 
litems in the construction of a home 
.upon. ,which- the buyer sand.' the con- 



tractor agree in advance— including 
even the weight of copper in the roof 
leaders and the kind of wood to be 
used in the handrail of the stairs. 
When properly filled out, the docu- 
ment provides a minutely-described 
'house on paper' which the contractor 
then can and must follow exactly.' 
Although developed by J-M building 
experts to protect the consumer and 
show him what is in his home, the new 
specification form alsd meets the needs 
of lending institutions and the FHA 
for a standard specification form giv- 
ing complete information on the home, 
according to Mr. Vos. Under the FHA 
system the lending agency must know 
exactly what will go into the home and 
how it is to be built, before financing 
it, and too often in the past great in- 
convenience to the buyer has. been 
caused by builders neglecting to supply 
full information, delaying construction 
or even preventing it, he said. 

Noteworthy in the specifications for 
the Guildway home here, according to 
Mr. Vos, are the materials which will 
make the home triple insulated, and 
thereby protected from the ravages of 
fire, wear and weather. These include 
a fire-proof exterior, consisting of roof 
of asbestos-cement shingles and as- 
bestos-cement clap boards on the ex- 
terior walls; rock wool super-felt in- 
sulation in the side walls and attic; and 
Steeltcx used as plaster base in interior 
walls.

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United for Defense 

The present program of the United States for national 
defense, envisions the largest peace-time military expendi- 
tures in Qiir history. Over a period of a few years, spend- 
ing for defense is to be progressively increased, and the 
total will run far into the billions. 

There can be no question of our need for the world's 
greatest defense system. But it will be a disastrous mis- 
take if we adopt a hysterical "Never mind the cost" atti- 
tude. Some of the billions for defense must be secured 
by reducing or eliminating the appropriations for other, 
less important government activities. 

All the energies of this great country must be directed 
towards making it secure from invasion. To release those 
energies requires rededicating this nation to the ideals 
envisioned by the Founding Fathers. 

High-sounding phrases aren't enough. Preparation 
against the possibility of invasion is a grim and costly 
business. Never in the history of our country was it so 
important for government to cooperate with individual en- 
terprise or for individual enterprise to cooperate with gov- 
ernment. Never was it so important to eliminate waste in 
government, in individual enterprise and in family life, in 
order to perpetuate liberty and opportunity.

Anti-Trust or Anti-Security? 

There's one point concerning the immediate future 
that needs to be settled, and settled as quickly as possible. 

It has to do with anti-trust prosecutions. And this is 
the kernel of the problem in a nutshell: 

If our national defense problems are going to be 
solved efficiently by industry, there are going to be many 
cases where red tape will have to be cut. Understandings 
between competitors will frequently have to be reached, 
and in many cases it is extremely likely that the War and 



Navy Departments will in effect demand that efficient ar- 
rangements of this type be made. Yet technically these 
arrangements may violate the extremely broad interpreta- 
tion of the Sherman Anti-Trust Law that are in current 
favor. 

Thurman Arnold, Assistant Atttorney-General, is re- 
ported as uncertain concerning the steps he would take in 
such cases. If the recent experiences of industries which 
thought they were serving the interests of the public. and 
recovery by internal agreements of various sorts can be 
taken as any criterion, it is likely that government might 
deliver a pat on the head with one hand and a wallop 
under the ear with the other. 

In other words, this country needs a clarification of 

the intentions of government on this important subject. 

Fear of possible future prosecutions should not be allowed 

to hobble industry when it is trying to meet national de-, 

fense requirements as quickly and as effectively as possi-' 

ble. Industry should be told where it stands — not just to 

make industry feel comfortable, but, far more important, 

to make sure that this country gets the guns and planes 

and military equipment it needs in as near to "jig time" as 

is humanly possible.

Maxim for Freedom 

A certain class of men holding political office always 
look yearningly at the financial resources of the nation. 
After ail, they figure, if they could control the people's 
money, that would be a long step toward controlling the 
people's votes — and everything else the people possess 
and do. Out of that point of view, come the manifold 
legislative proposals to extend government control over 
our banks and other sources of credit, coupled with pro- 
posals to put government into the credit business directly. 
There is nothing against which the public should be 
more thoroughly on guard. For, under the existing sys- 
tem of private banks regulated by public agencies, any 
abuses can be quickly and firmly corrected. Private en- 
terprise is always controllable. Government monopolies 
are not. 

Government domination means political domination. 
Political considerations would inevitably come first. And 
far worsc^ the people would be more than ever at the 
mercy of political groups. 

"Keep the politicians' hands off the people's money" 
is an essential maxim for a free nation.

TOWARD GOD 



LESSON TEXT— Malnchl 3:7*18.

Spiritually sick— and desperately 
so— was Israel in the days of Mal- 
achl. The nation had been released 
from captivity in Dnbylon and had 
been back In their own land for 
almost a century. The outburst of 
religious- enthusiasm which charac- 
terized their return had resulted In 
the rebuilding of the temple (Ezra 
1:1-4). In this they were encour- 
aged by Haggai, as we recall from 
our lesson of last Sunday. They had 
later been led by Nehemiah in re- 
newed interest in spiritual things 
and in the rebuilding of the city 
wall, but now again they had turned 
away from God. Malachl came 
with what one might call God's last 
word before judgment upon their 
sins. The lesson centers around 
four words. 

I. Apostasy. 

"Ye have turned aside" (v. 7, 
R. V.). This was God's complaint 
against His people. In spite of His 
blessings upon them, they had inter- 
married with the heathen, they had 
dealt treacherously with their breth- 
ren, and had neglected to worship 
God. What was even worse, they 
felt no conviction about their sin 
and denied that they owed God any- 
thing, not even the debt of common 
gratitude. 

Read the insolent, self-confident 
questions and assertions of the 
people in verses 7, 8, 13 nnd 14. 
Think how perfectly they fit the atti- 
tude of thousands of unbelievers and 
backslidden Christians in our day. 
One might almost think that Mal- 
achl were reading the secret 
thoughts of our own people, and pos- 
sibly of our own hearts. 

II. Robbery. 
Illness commonly has its center of 



Acuity was dishonesty toward God. 
That dishonesty reflected itself In 
spiritual things, but, since Malachl 
was talking to an arguing genera- 
tion (just like ours), he gave them 
a concrete illustration of their deceit 
—they had withheld from God the 
tithes and offerings. 

Men who would never cheat the 
telephone company out of a nickel 
will rob God consistently Sunday 
after Sunday by sanctimoniously 
slipping a thin dime into the collec- 
tion plate. If that is all a man can 
and should give, God will bless it 
and multiply it for His glory. But 
certainly it does not befit one who 
lives in luxury to give God's work 
the smallest piece of change which 
he can decently slip, into the plate. 

Tithing may be said to be an Old 
Testament principle. Doubtless it 
is also true that the principle of New 
Testament Christianity is that all 
we have belongs to God, but often 
the one who hides behind that fact 
does not give as much as the people 
of Old Testament times. Is that 
honest? 
III. Judgment. 

God is love, but that does not 
mean that His patience is without 
limit nor that He- will forever with- 
hold judgment. He says, through 
Molachi (v. 9), "Ye are cursed with 
a curse." The blessing has been 
withheld (v. 10). The devourer is 
in the land (v. 11). He promised 
them release and blessing if they 
repented and returned to the right 
way, which obviously means that 
their failure to do so would bring 
judgment. We know that Israel 
despised God's warning and to this 
day is paying for its sin. Will 
America be wise enough to heed 
God's call? 

IV. Blessing. 

So often the loving God had to 
speak through His prophets of im- 
pending judgment on sin, but how 
gracious He is in that He always 
holds out the promise of blessing for 
repentance and obedience. 

Look nt the precious promise in 
verse 10. Thousands of Christians 
join the writer in saying, "That is 
true in A. D. 1940 just as it was 
in 400 B. C." Read verses 11 and 
12. Koto that our God is not only 
a great God, but a good God. 
Consider the blessings of spiritual 
fellowship— the certainty of victory 
revealed in verses 16 and 17. One 
marvels that Israel could resist such 
a loving plea just as one wonders 
also why men of our own day of 
God's grace still resist His gracious 
invitation.

nit ion of the value and permanence of 
spiritual things and the nothingness of ; 
all that the material senses hold desir- 
able and valuable. . . . Man reflects 
the abundance and affluence of infinite 
Lqvej the omnipotence of Truth, the 
eternality of Life. Man, as the idea 
of God, possesses by reflection all the 
good that God has, even as the beloved 
Master^ Christ Jesus, implied in his 
parable of the prodigal, where the 
father said to the elder brother (Luke 
15:31), "Son, thou nrt ever with me, 
and all that I have is thine." True ! 
contentment^ then, comes to us in the ' 
degree of our spiritual understanding 
f the fact of man's eternal unity with 
God, the source of all good. It is nn 
attribute of divine Mind, and therefore 
it is a nntural quality, which man for- 
ever expresses, along with all the other 
attributes of God, spontaneously nnd 
without effort.

After Reynaud Cabinet Resigns; 
England Pledges 'We'll Fight On'

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When Italy joined forces with Germany in the war against France and 
England she had a good supply of armored tanks to aid in clearing the way 
for troops in true blitzkrieg fashion.

THE AVAR: 
Capitulation 

"Our race does not allow itself 
to be beaten down by invasion . . . 
Our race has always thrown back or 
dominated the invaders ..." Brave 
words these, spoken by Premier 
Reynaud of France as he was tell- 
ing his people of his "last" appeal 
for help to President Roosevelt. 

But within four days following this 
desperate plea. Paul Reynaud re- 
signed his post as premier of 
France's "war" cabinet and was re- 
placed by 8-1-year-old Marshal Henri 
Pctain, to whom fell the fateful job 
of arranging a "peace with honor." 
France, weary and tired under the 
constant pounding of the relentless 
German blitzkrieg, had decided to 
concede defeat in order to save what 
was left of the country from the in- 
vaders. 

Premier Petain's cabinet began its 
negotiations to end the war through 
Generalissimo Franco of Spain— a 
friend of both Petain and Hi'tler. 

Even before this grave news 
reached London the British had 
pledged themselves to continue the 
war even if France should find it 
necessary to cease firing. Great 
Britain declared that Germany hod 
"used up her resources i'n too "great 
a hurry and unless she was able 
to conquer the allies within a few 
months all chance of a German vic- 
tory would vanish. 

Russia meanwhile had stepped into 
the picture and assumed "protec- 
tion" over Lithuania because, ac- 
cording to the Soviet, that tiny na- 
tion was busy obtaining Russian mil- 
itary secrets that were "threaten- 
ing peace." It was also claimed that 
the Liths had entered into a mili- 
tary alManco with their small rie ; - 
bbrs, Estonia and Latvia. So Rus- 
sian troops marched into these two 
nations, as well. 

Before the French decision to 
seek pence had been made, German 
troops had entered Paris and the 
swastika was unfurled on the streets 
of that historic city, The French 
had cleared the city of soldiers 'be- 
fore the Germans arrived so that it 
could be classed as an "open city** 
and thus be spared destruction by 
bombing or shell fire. The high com- 
mand explained that no worthwhile 
strategic aim would justify destruc- 
tion of their beautiful capital al- 
most sure to result in any battle to 
defend it.

Allied leaders themselves are ad- 
mitting these days that it was this 
lack of a unified industrial produc- 
tion program that left them so far 
behind Germany when the war be- 
gan. 

Evidently the United States does 
not intend to be caught napping in 
a similar fashion, should this nation 
I be called upon to defend its shores 
against invasion. For the $5,000,- 
000,000 preparedness program is 
moving along with increasing 
smoothness' and speed. 

The President's defense commis- 
sion, co-operating with government 
agencies, has increased the tempo 
of its program to aid in this mobili- 
zation. 

From Detroit, likely to be the 
key point for the mass production 
of war planes, came news that after 
Henry Ford and his engineers had 
inspected two planes sent them by 
the war department, he announced 
that his statement of being able 
to produce 1,000 ships a day, still 
stood. It was further stated that giv- 
en six months notice Ford could 
turn out this many planes without 
interruption to normal output of 
automobiles. Ford emphasized in 
an interview that any planes he pro- 
duced would be "for defense only." 

Paying the Bill 

Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau believes that the public is 
"willing and ready" to accept ad- 
ditional taxes to support the de- 
fense program. Most tax experts 
agreed with him but many cautioned 
that a hurried revenue bill rushed 
through congress would have to be 
reviewed and studied later to see 
that the tax was distributed fairly 
among all income groups.

• Opening their national convention 
in Philadelphia the Republican par- 
ty faces a difficult task indeed 
From its ranks it must pick a pres- 
idential candidate that will first of 
all be able in some manner to match 
the experience in international af- 
fairs that the Democratic party can 
present to the U. S. voting popula- 
tion in its candidate.

AGRICULTURE: 
Record Reserve 

Department of agriculture reports 
indicate that ever-normal granary 
reserve supplies of surplus form 
products have reached record levels 
and will be increased this year. 

This reserve supply held by the 
Commodity Credit corporation un- 
der loans to producers or owned out- 
right by the corporation has a total 
value of about $1,000,000,000. 

Chief crops in reserve are cotton, 
corn, wheat and tobacco. Smaller 
amounts of peanuts, figs, butter, 
wool, mohair, turpentine and resin 
are held because of loans made 
last year. This year, loans averag- 
ing 64 cents per bushel on 1940 
wheat, 35 cents on rye, and 30 cents 
on barley have already been au- 
thorized and loans are virtually cer- 
tain on 1940 cotton (0 cents per 
pound) and corn (between 57 and G2 
cents per bushel). 

While farm prices are at a low 
ebb because of the loss of many for- 
eign markets due to the war there 
is a feeling in some quarters that 
it may become necessary for the 
Americas to eventually supply most 
of the foodstuffs for European na- 
tions. 

It is known that generally speak- 
ing these nations do not have huge 
supplies of food and will be forced 
to get huge stocks of grain from 
somewhere. 

But the situation is so uncertain 
that the farmer who takes a gam- 
ble on getting in on some of the 
"extra-eventual" trade may be left 
holding a full grain sack.

New Trend 

Arch foe of any attempt to "fed- 
eralize" or centralize authority io 
control of the practice of medicine, 
the American Medical association is 
now about ready to make available 
to the public a system or systems 
of statewide medical care "at low 
cost.

The new 
plan, winch will be an outgrowth "of 
these experiments, does not limit 
its service to the indigent but 
be available for ail to whom low 
cost is essential.

A new approach to a general col- 
lege education will go into effect this 
fall in the University of Illinois Col- 
lege of Liberal Arts and Sciences. 
A new "general curriculum" will 
be opened to 250 freshmen. 

For two years they will take gen- 
eral courses. Each will extend over 
both semesters, and present related 
■material. The courses will cover: 
verbal expression, history of civili- 
zation, biological science, physical 
science, literature and fine arts, 
and philosophy and psychology. 

Then the student will either con- 
centrate on a chosen one of four 
general fields; or he may enter 
the School of Journalism, the College 
of Education, or transfer to the reg- 
ular Liberal Arts curriculum; or 
he may do another year of general 
work and then enter the College of 
Law. 

The fields of specialization from 
which those electing to continue In 
the new "general curriculum" will 
choose for concentrated advanced 
study are: mathematics and physi- 
cal science, biological science, so- 
cial science, and humanities. 

"In the first two years, the object 
is to introduce the students to sev- 
eral fields of learning by means of 
the general courses intended to de- 
velop wider views of human en- 
deavor and experience," explains 
Dean M. T. McCIure. "Then if the 
student continues in the general cur- 
riculum, he will organize his work 
about a field of concentration." 



Previously Unknown 
Child Crises Found 
By Illinois Scientist 

Two challenging questions to med- 
ical science are being asked by 
Dr. Isaac Schour at the University 
of Illinois College of Dentistry*. 

The questions are: (1) What 
change takes place in a child's phys- 
ical development between 9 and* 12 
months of age? (2) What change 
takes place between 2& and 3 years? 

Dr. Schour asks these questions 
from his study of the ring mark- 
ings in human teeth. Teeth have 
rings just like trees. Just as dry sea- 
sons or good weather affect* tree 
rings, so unusual periods or changes 
in human life affect the rings in 
teeth forming at the time. 

The most striking change is birth, 
and some time ago Dr. Schour an- 
nounced the finding of a neo-natal 
or birth ring, in the teeth forming 
at that time. It marks the change 
from pre-natal, parasitic, well-pro- 
tected development to post-natal in- 
dividual life. 

Now, after studying more than 
1,000 teeth, Dr. Schour has revealed 
two additional rings found in each. 
One occurs at 9 to 12 months after 
birth. It is called the "infancy ring" 
because it seems to separate infancy 
from early childhood. The second 
ring appears at 2% to 3 years. It is 
called the "childhood ring" because 
it seems to separate early from late 
childhood. 

"What happens at these times to 
cause the rings? That," said Dr. 
Schour, "is a question we must ask 
the medical profession. Until now, 
no one knew that there were impor- 
tant changes at these times." 



New Dean Is Named 
. For lllini Pharmacy 

Dr. Earl R. Series, dean of the 
Division of Pharmacy at South Da- 
kota State College, will become dean 
* JJl e Univcrsi «- V of Illinois College 
of Pharmacy this summer. He suc- 
ceeds Dr. A. H. Clark, acting dean, 
who has been serving. since the death 
of Dean William B. Day. In his 
new post, Dr. Series will head the 
only recognized school of pharmacy 
In Illinois. 

Its history dates back eight years 
before the chartering of the Univer- 
sity. The pharmacy instruction was 
the first west of the Allegheny moun- 
tains. It began back in 1859 and 
was first known as the Chicago Col- 
lege of Pharmacy. 

After an adventurous history, 
which included closing by panic and 
ogam by the Civil war, and com- 
plete destruction by the Chicago fire, 
this became, in 189G, the Univer- 
sity of Illinois School of Pharmacy. 
Constant raising of requirements led 
to the change of name in 1932 to 
College of Pharmacy. The four-year 
course lends to the degree of bache- 
lor of science.

"Dictatorship of the dead hand, 
by writing into the constitution what 
should be purely legislative mat- 
ters," hinders or prevents intelligent 
modernization of taxing systems de- 
clares Prof. M. H. Hunter, Univer- 
sity of Illinois economics department 
head. 

"We need to place the responsibil- 
ity for keeping tax systems abreast 
with changing economic conditions 
upon our legislators, rather than to 
hove them say, 'Well, we need that 
sort of tax system, but it would bo 
unconstitutional'," he says.

FATAL ILLNESS AT 





Members of the Antioth rescue 
squad worked for over, an hour Sun- 
day afternoon in the effort to restore 
to consciousness Albert G. Bourne, 52, 
of 7323 Coylc Avenue, Chicago, who 
was stricken with a sudden illness 
while mowing the lawn at his Loon 
lake summer home Sunday afternoon. 

Bourne had been ill with diabetes 
for some time. While mowing the lawn 
he suffered with a pain in his chest, 
and on resuming work after a short 
rest he became violently ill. 

His wife and a son. Walter,. rushed 
him to the office of Dr. A. P. Bratrudc 
in Antioch. He was pronounced dead 
by the physician but as a last resort 
was brought to the fire station, where 
Lieut. Herman Holbck, Einar Petersen 
and Walter Scott of the Antioch res- 
cue squad employed inhalator equip- 
ment and first aid methods, in the 
hope of reviving him. 

At an inquest held by Coroner John 
L. Taylor in the Strang Funeral home 
in Anticfch, it was decided that 
Bourne's death was due to coronary 
thrombosis. The body was taken to 
Chicago for burial. 

Bourne, who was employed as an 
electrician on the Chicago subway tun- 
nels, is survived by his wife, Marie, 
and two sons. He was born in Chicago 
and was the son of Stephen and Kath- 
crine Bourne.

More than 5,000 Illinois youths, from 
seventeen to twenty-three years of age, 
will be given an opportunity to enter 
the Civilian Conservation corps, during 
the month of July, according to infor- 
mation received by Clarence J.'AVhitc, 
Commander, of the Antioch Post, ol 
the American Legion, from William 
C. Mundt, of Bloomington, Depart- 
ment adjutant. 

The Civilian Conservation corps 
program is being extended. The total 
of 5,000 allowed from Illinois for the 
month of July, is 70% more than the 
allotment for the previous enrollment 

period. 

A youth to be eligible for admittance 
to the Civilian Conservation corps, 
must be a citizen di the United States, 
17 to 23 years of age, unmarried, and 
physically and mentally fit and able to 
do manual work. 

An allowance of $8.00 per month is 
paid for his use in the Conservation 
corps, and 122.00 per month is sent to 
the cnrollce's family. The enrollment 
period extends from July 1 to 20. 

Information concerning enrollment, 
can be secured from local offices of 
the American Legion.
